Thus, it 
was, through the influence of Miss Madeleine Cook, ably assisted 
by residents of Palm Springs and interested travellers that the Desert 
Museum was founded to illustrate and explain the desert," said Mrs.. 
T. A. D. Cockerell, in charge, as she explained the interesting VilJy 
lage institution. "The Museum tries to capture and pass along som e­ 
thing of the magic of the desert."

"These ’Friends of the M useum ’ 
gave tim e and money, and the 
Board of the L ibrary offered the 
small rear room for tem porary 
quarters. Though the m useum is 
on a side street, a sign shows 
where it is. All th e exhibits can­ 
not be shown at any one time, but 
there is always m uch of interest 
to be seen. 
SPECIAL PROGRAM 


Although according to the offi­ 
cial announcem ents the museum 
is said to be open only one even­ 
ing in the week— W ednesdays— it 
is usually open for colored natural 
history movies; about a hundred 
different 
film s 
a r e 
available; 
people are invited to state w hat 
they w ant to see, and bring th eir 
friends. Saturday evening a very 
special program is given for vis­ 
iting soldiers, 
th eir wives and 
friends. 
Sam Hinton, the director for 
some time, began w ork in the 
Torney Hospital last March. 
Professor and Mrs. Cockerell 
came 
from 
R iverside 
to 
take 
charge as volunteer workers. On 
May 15 the m useum closed for 
the summer, b u t it opened again 
on October 16, and will be open 
during the com ing w inter and 
spring. Mrs. C ockerell has her 16­ 
mm. movie proector and daily

eum is closed) shows pictures of 
desert life and o th er natural hist­ 
ory subjects.

Some of the pictures are used 
to m ake the exhibits come alive— 
but, alas, there are few such pic­ 
tures available. O utstanding in 
this class is th e m ovie of a date 
orchard, show ing the w ork of 
caring for the dates from tim e of 
blossoming u n til harvest. (Large 
panicles 
of 
blossoms 
of 
both 
sexes are exhibited.) 
Most of the pictures have to do 
with N atural H istory in a general 
way. They all serve to enhance 
a lively interest in the desert, its 
birds its plants, its insects and 
its reptiles. 
There are cages (closed very 
tightly 
and safely!) 
containing 
rattlesnakes, a G ila Monster, and 
other snakes and lizards of the 
desert region. 
There is a case w ith a m ineral 
display, another of Indian a rti­ 
facts, and a large w all space given 
over to photographs of especial 
interest. New books on N atural 
History and good reference books 
are available for use in the m us­ 
eum. “N ature's” magazine, “N at­ 
ural History,” and “Junior N atu r­ 
al H istory” a re on the reading 
table.

The simplest way to pay our 
sanitation dues is to put the 
amount we are assessed in an 
envelope, either cash or a check, 
address the envelope to Sanita­ 
tion Service, Box 132, Cathedral 
City. Be sure to put your name 
and address on the upper left- 
hand corner of the envelope, so 
you will receive credit. Put a one 
cent stamp on the envelope. The 
treasurer cannot come around to 
each house to get your money. 
That is impossible. You must 
come to him, or send your allotted 
dues by mail for 1 cent. 
If you are not satisfied with the 
amount allotted you, see Mr. 
Hillery, Mr. Jordan or Mr. Kyle 
and the committee will make ad­ 
justment. 
Mr. Harris will come around 
with his truck twice a week, 
Monday and Friday. It is impor­ 
tant to arrange with him a con­ 
venient place to put your gar­ 
bage can, where he can see it 
and empty it quickly. You should 
put the can in this regular place 
every Monday and Friday morn­ 
ing as early as conenient.
